Evidence Is Given To Show 
That the Church Medcles 
in Politics, 


MEN MUST ASK CHURCH. 
FOR PERMISSION 10 RUN 


No One Can Be a Candidate in Utah 
Unless the Church Is Willing. 
Damaging Evidence Given 
by Critchlow Before 
Committee. 


Washington, March 10.—One of the 
most interesting and important features 
of the investigation of the Senator Reed 
Smoot case, before the senate commit- 
tee on privileges and elections, was 
brought out today in the testimony of 
E. B. Critchlow, formerly an assistant 
United States attorney in Utah, who told 
the story of the Moses Thatcher epli- 
sode. According to his version, which 
was horne out by official records, -.pos- 
tle Thatcher persisted in continuing as 
a candidate for the United States senate 
against the wishes of the apostles, and 


on that account was held to’ be “‘nots In & 


harmony with his quorum.” 

The history of the campaign he made 
against the wishes of his fellow Mor- 
mona, of his defeat and his subsequent 
trial before a committee of the church 
Officials was given in detail and then 
Thatcher’s submission to the will of the 
church was read and put in the reccrd 
of the investigation. This recantation 
showed Thatcher totally broken in spirit 
and bowing absolutely to the church in 
that the consent of an officers’ quorum 
mist’ be. obtained in order that he may 
continue in good standing. 

The purpose of the testimony was to 
show that {t was necessary, according 
t> the rules of the church, for Reed 
Smoct to have obtained the congent of 
the church before he could Sit, BE 
a candidate for the senate. In addition 
to the Thetcher episode Mr. Critchlow 
gave the history of the prosecution tn 
Utah on charges of polygamous cohabi- 
tation since the passage of the Edmunds 
law and legislation in state and territory 
which affects Mormonism or polygamy. 

Washington, March 10.—Andrew Jen- 
sen, assistant historian of the Mormon 
church, was recalled as the first wit- 
ne#s today In the Senator Reeqd Smoot 
case before the senate committee on priv- 
ileges and elections. He said on cross 
examination that there were a number 


of typographical errors and misstatements 


in the. biographies of the Latter Day 
Saints, and that he got a great deal of 
the information for the yolume from 
other publications. Chairman Burrows 
asked w.tness to furnish a list of the 
presidents and he agreed to do so as soon 
as he could prepare it, The chairman in- 
dicated that he also would seek a list 
of the bishops of the seven, hundred 
wards. This is for the purpose of bring- 
ing additional witnesses to Wash.ngton. 


The Teasdale Divorce. 

Mr. Worthington, for the defense, added 
that the opposing counsel had agreed up- 
on a statement of fact in regard to the 
testimony {n the Teasdale divorce cage, 
and would present it in an executive ces- 
sion of the committee. 

Mr. Jensen gave an elaborate explana- 
tion of the machinery of the church and 
the distribution of authority among the 
aposties, presidents of stakes and 
bishops. 

Mr. Jensen said that aside from Salt 
Lake, Weaver and Summitt counties the 
Mormons were in the majority in all the 
counties of Utah.

Mr. Jensen sald Mr. Grant had 
the reputation of being a polygamist. 
was formerly in charge of missions in 
and was now in England “» 
charge of the European mission. In re- 
ply to question from Chairman Burrows 
witness said Grant was reputed to be a 
polygamist at the time he was named 
by President Smith as the head of the 
mission in Japan. It was understood, 
Mr. Jensen sa.d, that Grant took a wife 
to Japan and a wife to England, but he 
cou'd not say whether the wife Grant 
took to the orient was the same one 
who was in England. Mr. Worthington 
asked Mr. Jensen if he meant by the 
trem “reputed to be a polygamist,” that 
a man has more than one wife or lives 
with more than one wife. He said he 
wanted the former definition to be under- 
stood in every case as that was a state- 
ment which “the church allows to go 
unchallenged.”’ . 

For Breaking Rules. 

In regard to punishments <or breaking 
rules of the church, Mr. Jensen ‘aid that 
any member, the president not excepted, 
is amendable to the bishop of his ward, 
and that other officlals do not interfere. 
He said such things are ‘‘cons.dered local 
affairs’’ and the bishops of wards have 
charge of the conduct of all local affairs. 

Chairman Burtfows said. President Smith 
had testified that he had violated the 
laws since !890, and he asked Mr. Jensen:

POISONED BLOOD 


South Carolina, 


Thumb — Action of the House 
on His Death — Appoint- 
ment of a Funeral 
Committee. 


Washington, March !0.—Representative 
George W. Croft, of Aiken, 8. C., died 
at hig home in this city téday of blood 
poisoning. \ 

Mr. Croft had been !i1 for over six 
weeks as the result of an injury caused 
by a splinter in his thumb, from which 
blood poison’ resulted. Dr. Croft, @ 
brother, was summoned from Afken, but 
the efforts of himself and the local physi- 
clans with whom he consulted proved un- 
availing. His heart also became serious- 
ly affected and all hope of his recovery 
was abandoned yesterday. Mr. Croft 
was 57 years old. He leaves six sone. 
He was a democrat and was serving his 
first term in cOngress. He had been 
twice elected president of the South Caro- 
lina State Bar Association and had serv- 
ed in both houses of the state legisla- 
ture, 

Action of the House.

SIXOF THE SEVEN 
ARE HEARST MIEN 


Though Rhode Island Delega- 
tion Go Uninstructed,

Fitzgerald Wins a Victory — After 
the Convention Six of Dele- 
gates Hold a Meeting and 
Endorse Hearst for 
Nomination. 


Providence, R. I., March 10.—John_ J. 
Fitzgerald, of Pawtuck®t, leader of the 
democrats in the state house of repre- 
sentatives, won a notable victory in the 
state convention held today for the pur- 
pose of choosing delegates to the national 
democratic convention at St. Louls, 

Mr. Fitzgerald, assisted by former 
Mayor George W. Greene, of Woonsocket, 
democratic national committeeman, rout- 
ed the forces led’ by Colonel Patrick 
Quinn, of Warwick, chairman of the state 
central committee, and Colonel Samuel 
R. Honey, the leader of the “old time’’ 
democrats, electing themselves and three 
of their out-and-out supporters and one 
delegate who had been counted as an 
opponent, but who today voted with the 
Fitzgerald-Greene faction, which {fs work- 
ing in the interests of W. R. Hearst for 
the presidential nomination. Having done 
this. they permitted the leaguers of the 
onposition, Colonel Quinn and Colonel 
Honey, to be named in completing the 
delegation. 

Following the convention a meeting of 
the six Hearst delegates was held, at 


which the presidential candidacy of Mr. 
Hearst was indorsed and Jengthy resolu- 
tions favoring the adoption of the unit 
rule by the delegation in voting were 
passed. 

It was expected before the convention 
that a contest would be made over the 
auestion of instructing the delegates, but 
this did not develop, the candidates being 
uninstructed. Mr. Fitzgerald, however, 
in addressing the convention, announced 
that he should vote for Mr. Hearst's 
presidential nomination, and afterward it 
was stated that the six Fitzgerald-Greene 
delegates would support the New’ York 
.man. 

On the other hand, Colonel Honey an- 
nounced himself as an opponent of Mr. 
Hearst, saying that he _ should vote

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KICK ON CHINA 
MADE BY RUSSIA 


Czar Objects to Celestial 
Troops Along the Man- 
~ churian Border. 


Paris, March 10.—It is officially con- 
firmed that the Russian minister at Pekin 
has made firm representations to the Chi- 
nese government concerning the activity 
of troops along the Manchurian frontier 
with a pointed intimation of the de- 
fensive measures Russia may be compeéli- 
ed to adopt. The substance of the rep- 
resentations follow: 

“Russia has taken cognizance of the 
presence of considerable forces of Chi- 
nese troops along the frontier. For the 
present it is recognized that these forces 
are independent of the direct authority 
and contro] of the imperial government, 
which therefore is not responsible for 
treir presence. But the fact 
presence is called to the attention of the 
fmperial government and should their 
continuance on the frontier lead to dep- 
redations and acts of Inwlessness, Russia 
will take measures necessary to safeguard 
her interests. The foregoing is not the 
literal text, but is the purport of the 
terms of the representations. 

The Chinese troops referred to are 
those of General Ma and General Yuan- 
£i-Kai, the commander in chief. The lat- 
ter is the viceroy of Chi-Li province and 
his troops originally were organized by 
the late Li Hung Chang. Therefore they 
are subject to provincia] instead of im- 
perial control. It is reported that Vice- 
rov Alexieff will be intrusted With the 
formulation of repressive measures {ff the 
depredations spread to the extent of en- 
dangering Russian interests. 


VICEROY ALEXIEFF TELLS 
OF PORT ARTHUR FIGHT. 

St. Petersburg, March 10.—The czar has 
received the following message from Vice.- 
rov Alexieff. dated Mukden, March 10: 

“The commandant of the fortrese at 
Port Arthur reports that about | o'clock 
this morning the outlines of vessels, ap- 
parently torpedo boats, were seen at sea, 
within the area swevt bv our search- 
Hghts. Our batteries opened fire upon 
these vessels, Our torpedo boats nut out 

sea at 2:40 a. m. and at about 4 
o’clock met the enemy west of the Taio 
Tshin light house. After firing several] 
shots the enemy retired to the south in 
the direction of Shandun. Our torpedo 
boats returned to the harbor at 6 o'clock. 

“Later torpedo boats were again sent 
to sea to reconnoiter They returned in 
half and hour, having learned that an 
enemy's squadron was approaching. 

“At 8 o'clock the Japanese opened fire 
upon our cruisers and the fortress, The 
enemy had fourteen ships and fired the 
entire time from behind Liao Tishin.

SAYS ROOSEVELT 


President Issues an Order 
in Regard to War in 
East, 


Washington, March 10.—President 
Roosevelt, after a conference with Sec- 
retary of State Hay, issued the following 
executive order respecting the observ- 
ance Of the proclamation recently pro- 
mulgated declaring the neutrality of the 
United States between Russia ang Japan, 
the two combatant nations in the Far 
Eastetn war now tn progress: 

“All officials of the government, civil, 
military or naval, are hereby. directed 


mel aniv to obserre the “president's proe- 


lamation of neutrality in the pending 
War between Russia and Japan, but also 
‘to abstain from either action or speech 
Which can legitimately cause trritation 
to either of the combatants. The gov- 
ernment of the United States represents 
the people of the United States, not only 
in the sincerity with which it is endeav- 
oring to keep the scales of neutrality ex- 
act and even, but in the sincerity with 
which {ft deplores the breaking out of 
the present war and hopes that it will 
end at the earliest possible moment and 
with the smallest possible loss to those 
engaged. Such a war inevitably increases 
and inflames the Susceptibilities of the 
combatants to anything in the nature of 
an injury or slight by outsiders. 

“Too often conthbatants make 
Ing claims as to the duties and obliga- 
tions of neutrals so that even when dis- 
charging those duties and 
with scrupulous care. it Its 
avoid giving offense to one 
party, 


or the other 
To such unavoidable-causes of of- 
due to the performance of nation- 
al duty, there must not be added any 
avoidable causes. It is always unfortu- 
nate to bring old world antigathies and 
Jealousies {nto our life, or by speech or 
conduct to excite anger and resentment 
toward our nation in friendly foreign 
lands; but in a government employce 
whose official position makes him in 
Some sense the representative of the 
people, the mischiéf of such action is 
gratly increased. 

“A strong and_ self-confident nation 
should be peculiarly careful not only of 
the rights, but of the susceptibilities of 
its neighbors, and nowadays al} the na- 
tions of the world are neighbors one to 
the other. Courtesy, mode ration and re- 
Straint should mark international no less 
than private intercourse. All the officials 
of the government, civil, military and 
naval, are expected to carry themselves 
both in act and In deed to give no cause 
of just offense to the people of any for- 
eign and friendly power—and with all 
mankind we are now in friendship.

CELESTIAL KINGDOM_TROOPS 


ARE MARCHING TO NORTH. 


Paris, March 1!10.—A report just re- 
ceived here through military channels de- 
scribes the Chinese forees marching 
northward as being an undisciplined and 
almost grotesque military organization, 
showing an entire absence of equipment 
and training. As evidence of the unre- 
liability of these forces, the following 
occurrence is cited: 

A body of Yuan-Shi-Ka!l 
paraded before French and German mill- 
tary attaches. The former asked the 
commander why the cavalry remained in 
the towns and had no field maneuvers. 
The Chinese general answered: 

“Because many horse markets exist 
within the interior and we know the cav- 
alrymen would sel] their horses, disband 
and leave us without cavalry.”

Columbus, Ga., March 10.—(Specital.)— 
The report of an Atlanta man, Engineer 
B. M. Hall, was the subject of an in- 
teresting legal controversy in the Colum- 
bus water works case before Special Mas- 
ter Goetchius this afternoon. 

Captain J. J. Slade, ex-mayor, was 
Placed on the stand by the bondholders of 
the Columbus Waterworks Company, 
complainants in the bill, this afternoon. 
He siid that when he was mayor the 
water works cOmpany was disposed to be 
fair and reasonable and would have en- 
tered into an agreement with the city as 
so improvements had the city council 
given consideration to its proposition. 
Captain Slade was mayor in 1892, when 
Engineer B. M. Hall, of Atlanta, was 
employed by the city council here to 
investigate the water situation in Colum- 
bus and make report on the various 
sources Of supply. 

“I went to Alderman John. F. Clegg, 
chairman of the council committee, to 
get Mr. Hall’s report so as to have it 
published,” said Captain Slade. ‘Mr. 
Clegg said that the report had been sent 
to Mr. Hall, in Atlanta, so he could make 
some ‘corrections’ in it. It was several 
days before I could get hold of the re- 
port. In examining the report I noticed 
that. some of the pages were stiffer than 
others. Holding it up to the light I saw 
that a page had been pasted over the 
origina], typewritten page. I placed the 

pages in hot water and they came aprt. 
Tt appears that two of the pages of the 
original report had been eliminated by 
pasting new matter over them, These

The master wished to know if the 
report in Capain Slade’s possession was 
a part of the official records of the city 
council. Captain Slade said that he 
had never turned that draft of the re- 
port over to the city, that the copy had 


.shmply been furnished him for the Ppur- 


pose of having it printed, and that he 
had never had occasion to hand the 
original draft to the city clerk. 


Slade’s Report Nulled Out. 


The master ruled that the report held 
by Captain Slade could not be admitted, 
as it was not properly certified to. While 
the two reports were not officially, ad- 
mitted to record, although Mr. Halls 
complete report as he had finally signe¥ 
it was placed in evidence at an earlier 
stage in the proceedings, yet it 
examined with considerable interest and 
curiosity by those in the courtroom. 

There was quite a modification of the 
verbage in the typewriten matter on 
the original pages, and on the pages 
pasted over them. In the first report 
Mr. Hall referred to the stream of sew- 
erage from Atlanta Issuing into the Chat- 
tahoochee, and eaid that the thought of 
drinking such water was not pleasant.

are living in Utah with more than one 
wife openty.”’ 

He said further that he knew of the 
prosecution of one Mormon—the caSe of 
Lorin Harmer, who testified yesterday 
in regard to his arrest and conviction 
for adultery. 

Mr. Jensen said in answer to questions 
from Senator Hoar that he had never 
known of any other prosecution of a 
polygamist who continued to cohabit with 
plural wives he had married prior to the 
manifesto of 1890. 

Mormons as Informers. 

He sefd that if Mormons should turn 
informers against a polygamist under 
Such conditions, against President Smith, 
for instance, such Mormon informers 
would be odious in the sight of most 
members of the church. 

Senator DuBois referred to the prosecu- 
tion of Heber J. Grant and the witness 
said he had heard of no such case. 

Mr. Jensen said it is only the high of- 
ficers of the church who are supposed to 
devote al] of their time to the church, 
Who are under obligations to get the 
consent of their brother officers when 
they desire to engage In some other bus- 
iness or enterprise. The committee went 
into executive session and at its close 
took a recess until the afternoon. 

Teasdale and His Divorce. 

At the executive session of the commit- 
tee certain proceedings Arom the divorce 
cases of Apostle Teasdale were put into 
the records as evidence. The admsisions 
made in that case were offered by the 
prosecution to combat the-testimony of 
President Joseph F. Smith that Teasdale 
was married to Lillian 8S. Hook for eter- 
nity only and that she was not consid- 
ered as Teasdale’s wife when he con- 
tracted the marriage with Marian 
Scholes. The divorce decree sets aside the 
marriage. The records and testimony in 
the. case and the decree are unprintable. 

At the afternoon session of the commit- 
tee Attorney Taylor for the prosecution 
called to the stand E. B. Critchlow, for- 
merly United States district atttorney in 
Utah. He is one of the _ protestants 
against Senator Smoot. In 1885 he was 
appointed assistant United States attor- 
ney; in 1890 again he took a similar po- 
sition at Salt Lake City. He has served 
as school trustee and in the legislature 
for a term. He spoke or the passage of 
the Edmunds act, in 1882, the first law 
making polygamous cohabitation a crime 
and providing for tha disfranchisement 
of those found guilty of violations, In 
1887 there was added a provision relat- 
ing to adultery and another provision for 
the disestablishment of the Mormon 
ehurch and for the disposition of the 
property of the church, The first pros- 
ecution was that of Rudger Lawson, now 
an: apostle of the church, who was sen- 
tenced to serve: four years in prison for 
unlawful cohabitation. Another was the 
conviction on the same charge in 1885 
of August M. Cannon, president of the 

alt Lake stake. 

' Many Men Convicted. 

“Then,” said Mr. Critchlow, ‘‘prosecu- 
‘tions were inaugurated with vigor and 
many men and women went into hiding. 
Over one thousand men were convicted 
and sentenced, if I remember rightly.” 

Mr. Critchlow said an opportunity was 
given by the courts to the persons con- 
victed to escape jail service by promis- 
‘ing that. in the future they would obey 


ishment was not accepted generally, only 
three persons complying with the ruling 
of the court. 

Continuing he said: 

‘Among these was Bishop Sharp, a di- 

rect! of the Union Pacific raflroad, and 
an oid man who accepted the terms and 
was promptly removed, that being under- 
stood to be the policy of the church 
where the doctrine of the church was 
not upheld by members.” 
The witness told of a visit t@ the pris- 
ons by Caleb West and his offer to In- 
tercede for pardons for the prisoners.

The history of the church between 1885 
and 1890 was given by Mr. Critchlow, in- 
eluding the circulation of a story that 
plural marriages had been given up en- 
tirely and that unlawful cohabitation 
was on the wane. He covered the passage 
of all acts affecting polygamy or Mor- 
monism, including the representations 
made by congressional committees 
which visited the territory prior to the 
admission of Utah as a ste@e. The pur- 
pose of his statement was to show that 
the Mormons continued to create the sen- 
timent that the laws were being obeyed, 
put in secret had practiced polygamy, and 
that the church was irreconcilable to new 
conditions and its members were conspir- 
ing to evade. fhe laws. 


Told Story Concisely. 

Mr. Critchlow was interrupted very lit- 
tle and told his story concisely. He said 
in the first state legislature in 1896 when 
he sat as a member, there was a disposi- 
tion to send all legislation to the Mor- 
mon church to see if it were proper to 
enact it. In relation to the Moses Thatch- 
er incident, Mr. Critchlow said a letter 
had been sent out which had the purpose 
of dividing the people as equally as pos- 
sible between republicans and democrats 
so as to maintain a reserve which could 
be swung either way in the interest of 
the church. The church afterwards de- 
nied this letter, said Mr. Critchlow, but 
Moses Thatocher continued working in 
the interest of the democrats and In the 
autumn of {896 carried on an active 
campaign for election to the United States 
senate by the succeeding legtslature. 
This campaign was in conflict with the 
wishes of the members of his quorum of 
apostles and he was finally dropped. It 
was taken up as a church matter and, 
said Mr. Critchlow, ‘“‘the edXoriais in 
The Desert News declared that the 
church had a right to interest itself in 
the élections for the United States sena- 
tor. a 

The popular sympathy was with Mr. 
Thatcher, because it was understood that 
he stood for absolute liberty in political 
affairs. 

“Mr. Thatcher continued in the field 
up to the final result of the contest, 
which ended in the election of Joseph L. 
Rawhns as senator.”” He said it was 
well known that the apcestles were work- 
ing against Thatcher, their object being 
to prevent a direct blow at the principle 
that the quorum of apostles could con- 
tro] the action of one of its members. 
The Mormons, he said, were responsible 
for the election of Mr. Rawlins. 

“Thatcher's efforts to secure the elec- 
tion against the wishes of the church,” 
said Mr. Critchlow, “was the subject of 
sermons in the church, in which Thatcher 
was charged with being out of harmony 
with his quorum and not obeying the wil, 
of the president and apostles.’’ 


What Happened to Thatcher, 


In answer to a question as to what 
happened to Mr. Thatcher as a result 
of his disobedience, Mr. Critchlow said 
a deolaration of principles was sub- 
mitted to Mr. Thatcher for his signature, 
but he refused to sign. In the succeeding 
year, he was summoned before a coun- 
cil and tried and acknowledged that he 
had been wrong and he retained his 
good fellowship, but is not now an apos- 
tle and has not been since the episode.

Washington, March !0.—The republi- 


their proposal to table the Hay resolu- 
tion relative to postal investigation, and 
they have determined to accede to the de- 
mand made by the democrats and many 
republicans for an investigation.

Blakely, Ga., March 10.—(Spectal.)—A 
meeting of the Early County Bar Asso- 
ciation was held in the court house f)- 
day, Hon. W. A. Jordan, judge of the 
city court, presiding.

HELD THE NEGRO 
AGAINST HIS WILL 


Peonage Charge Against Parties 
in Kemper Counly, Mississippi 


Negro, It Is Alleged, Owed Them 
One Dollar—Payment ef It Re- 
fused by Parties Holding 
Him—Threats Against 
the Officers. 


Jacksen, Miss., March 10,—(Special.)— 
Shep Griffin, a negro, is in jail at Me- 
ridian, having been taken frem parties 
in Kemper county who, it is charged, 
held him in involuntary servitude. He 
was taken at 10 o'clock Monday night 
by Deputy Marshals W. O. Ligon and 
Edgar S. Wilson, Jr., who reached Me- 
ridian with him at 4 o'clock this after- 
roon. 

This is tHe first substantial charge of 
peonage that has come to the attention 
of United™States officials in Mississippi. 
It is learned that the neighborhood where 
the arrest was made is in a forment of 
excitement and while the United States 
officials decline to discuss the matter for 
publication, it is learned from other 
sources that the parties charged with 
this offense not only made threats that 
they would kill the negro and deputies 
from ambush as they traveled along the 
road, but would also kill the witnesses 
and burn their property. 

So intense was the apprehension of vio- 
lence that several white citizens plead 
with the deputy marshals to get to the 
railroad as soon as possible and pegged 
them not to stop at their place for food 
and shelter. It is learned that these dep- 
uties have not had their clothes off or 
had more than three hours’ sleep since 
Saturday night. 

It is learned from the United States 
elerk that Shep Griffin was arrested on a 
bench warrant on the application of 
United: States Attorney Lee commanding 
the marshal to take and safely keep the 
body of Shep Griffin, so that he should 
testify before the United States court 
next Monday when court convenes. 

Reputable white citizens of Kemper 
county brought this peonage case to the 
attention of the United States marshal, 
Edward S. Wilson, and pointed out to 
him that the negro had, on occasion, been 
striped and severely whipped for leav- 
ing the premises of those who held him 
in involuntary servitude... So severe was 
this beating that hfs clothes stuck to the 
gashes made by the lash for four or five 
davs. 

At this second escape, it is alleged, he 
fled into Nessobat county, near Phila- 
delphia, where he was captured, and rep- 
utable citizens state that three pistols 
were drawn on him, the muzzle of one 
which was put in his mouth, a rope was 
put around his neck and the other end 
of it was: tiled to the pommel of the sad- 
dle of one of his pursuers and he was 
dragged and driven back into Kemper 
county to the farm from which he fled. 

There was no way, it seems, for the 
negro to get away and the bench warran 
of the judge was the only way he could 
De delivered from those who held him. 
This action of the judge was taken un- 
der section 88! of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States. 

It is learned that some of the people 
up there who were suspected of having 
reported this matter to the United States 
marshal are terrorized and are hunting 
insurance agents to speedily insure their 
property against incendairies. 

Word reaches this city this morning 
from Kemper county that the deputy 
marshals. in order to obviate any danger 
to life and property on the road to Me- 
ridian, addressed an official communica- 
tion to one of the accused, {in which the 
threats he is reported to have made were 
recited, and he was admonished that 
damage to life or property that grew out 
of this affair, they having already made 
the threats, would be naturally attribu- 
ted to ‘them and they would have to suf- 
fer the consequence. This letter, it Is 
reported, had been shown to a prominent 
citizen of DeKalb, who counseled good 
behavior. It is learned that the parties 
accused, and some of their friends who 
pursued the deputies and Shep Griffin, 
arrived at Meridian the same day as the 
deputies. Their efforts to talk with him 
were frustrated by the deputies 

It is learned that sUbpoenas have been 
served om eight or ten witnessés and the 
matter will some before the grand jury 
when federal court meets next Monday 
at Meridian. 

The parties who had Griffin In bondage 
claim that he owed them $1. It is stated 
that he offered to pay them and that the 
reputable white citizens .offered to pay 
the debt, in order that hé might be lib- 
erated, but his tender was refused, as it 
was stated fhat it was his work and not 
the money that was wanted.

JUDGE HENRY G. TURNER, 
Of Brooks, Who Has Resigned from 
the Supreme Court of Georgi4. 
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Associate’ Justice Henry G. Turner Resigns from 
Supreme Court and Judge Beverly D. Evans 
Is Named by Governor. 


UDGE BEVERLY D: EVANS, of 
J Sandersville, judge of the middle 

Georgia circuit, will go on the su- 
preme court bench considerably earlier 
than he hag ever anticipated, and with- 
out making a race before the people for 
the position. 

Judge Evans becomes an associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court of Georgia on 
April | next by appointment by the gov- 
ernor, succeeding Associate Justice Henry 
G. Turner, who yesterday tendered his 
resignation to Governor Terrell, taking 
effect at that time. 

The resignation of Justice Turner and 
the appointment of Judge Evans come 
as a decided surprise to the entire state. 

Justice Turner has been on the supreme 
bench only about eight months, and could 
have had the remainder of the unex- 
pPired term of Justice Samuel Lumpkin 
without opposition—a perlod of four years 
more from January |! next. He !s known 
to have been highly pleased with the 
associations and with the work. 

Judge Evans, on the other hand, has 
been actively making a race for su- 
premeé court honors against Associate Jus- 
tice W. H. Fish, whose term expires 
next January. Hig appointment as Jus- 
tice Turner's successor leave Justice Fish 
without opposition for reelection, and 


a supreme court justice for election to 
the remainder of the unexpired term of 
the late Justice Lumpkin. 

The governor's appointment is generally 
looked upon as a quite happy solution of 
the situation. 

The appointment of Judge Evans leaves 
a vacancy on the bench of the middle 
circuit which will have to be filled by 
appointment by the governor, Judge 
Evans having resigned his present office 
to take effect Saturday, March 19. It 
is expected that either Judge Roger L. 
Gamble, of Iouisville, formerly judger of 
the middle cireuit, or Hon. A. F. Daly, of 
Wrightsville, will be appointed for Judge 
Evans’ unexpired term, Colonel Daly is 
a well known lawyer of Wrightcville, is 
general counsel] for the Wrightsville and 
Tennille Railroad Company, andisa well 
known member of the board of trusteg 
of the Confederate Soldiers’ home, 


Was Kept Very Quiet. 

This is one of the very few political 
matters that have been kept very quiet, 
not even a rumor of it having escaped 
until yesterday. Governor Terrell first 
knew of Justice Turner's intention last 
Monday night. Justice Turner called on 
him at the mansion and informed him 
of his intention to resign. Governog Ter- 
rell and other friends of Justice Turner 
endeavored to induce him to reconsider 
this intention and to remain on the 
bench, but Justice Turner felt that his 
obligations to his family and to his per- 
sonal affairs impelled him to return to 
his home at Quitman, and said he could 
pursue no other course than to tender his 
resignation. 

Governor Terrell ,had the matter under 
consideration until yesterday when Judge- 
Evans came to Atlanta in response to a 
telegram, Until his arrival in Atlanta 
yesterday morning, he knew nothing of 
the governor's intention to appoint him 
to the supreme bench, and the matter 
came also as wu complete surprise to 
him, 

The governor's action was as well, quite 
gratifying to Judge Evans, and he did 
not hesitate about accepting the appoint- 
ment, for it relieves him of the neces- 
sity of further prosecuting a campaign 
for the oftice he aspired to. He will now 
simply enter the race, almost surely with- 
Out opposition, for the remainder of the 
unexpired term of the late Justice Lump- 
kin to which Justice Turner has been 
appointed. This will give him a period of 
nearly five years on the bench, or, in 
fact, just u year and three months less 
than the ful] term for which the sgsu- 
preme court justices are elected.

He was ad- 
mitted to the bar upon his return home. 
He showed exceptional ability as a young 
lawyer, and in recognition of his grow- 
ing reputation he was elected to the leg- 
isiature from Washington county, serving 
during the term of 1886-87. 

In 1888 he was a delegate to the na- 
tional democratic convention at St. Louis, 
which nominated Grover Cleveland for 
the presidency. He was made solicitor 
general of the middle circuit jn (891, 
hagwig been appointed first to fill the un- 
expired term of Hon. O. H. Rogers. He 
was elected for the full term in 1892, 
serving in all nearly seven years with 
congypicuOus energy, ability and fidelity. 

In 1898 he was called up higher, hav- 
ing been elected judge of, the \superior 
court of the middle circuit. In ¥902 he 
was reelected to the bench of hig cir- 
cult without opposition for the full term 
of four years. 

Judge Evans has for some time as- 
pired to the Supreme bench, and some 
months ago informed his friends that 
he would enter the race this year against 
Associate Justice William H. Fish, later 
making his anouncement, Since then he 
hag conducted a very quiet campaign, 
but one that is said to have been ener- 
getic and effective, for he, has made 
friends in all parts of the state. 

Since Judge Evans has been in this 
race Hon. B. T. Rawlins, solicitor gen- 
eral of the middle circuit, has been in 
the race to succeed him. Mr. Rawlins 
has no opposition, and it {is stated that 
he will have none. In the race for the 
solicitor generalship of the circuit are 
Hon. John R. Phillips, of Jefferson, and 
Hon. Alfred Herrington, of Emanuel. 


Justice Turner’s Resignation. 


Justice Henry G, Turner was appointed 
to the supreme bench last July to suc- 
ceed’ the jate Justice Samuel Lumpkin, 
who was presiding justice at the time of 
his death. Justice Turner hesitated some 
time before acceptng the appontment, 
but finally consented to take it. 

There is no doubt that Justice Turner 
resigns his position on the bench with 
a great deal of regret, for he has been 
most Pleasantly situated there. In his let- 
ter to Governor Terrell, he assigns no 
definite reason for leaving the supreme 
bench, but it is understood that illness in 
his family is the primary cause of his 
resigning to return to his home at Quit- 
man. 

Judge Turner's resignation sent to/the 
governor yesterday is as follows: {| 

‘March 10, 1904. The Honorable Jo- 
seph M. Terrell, Governor of Georgia, At- 
lanta—My Dear Sir: Yielding to your 
generous insistence last summer, I ac- 
cepted an appointment as an associate 
justice of the supreme court; but for 
reasons suggested to you at the time, I 
reserved for myself the privilege of fur- 
ther considering the propriety of my re- 
maining on the bench for an indefinite 
time. 

“TIT have had a delightful association 
with my colleagues, and I have found 
the studies here required most interesting 
and agreeable. If I were a younger man 
I would be glad, with the consent of the 
people, to devote myself longer to this 
new career: but after full reflection, I 
feel it my duty, as I do hereby, to tender 
my resignation, to take effect on the 
first day of April’ next, 

“Returning my sincere thanks for the 
great honor done me, I am, with great 
respect, very truly yours, 

“H. G. TURNER.” 

In reply to the foregoing Governor Ter- 
rell wrote Justice Turner as follows:

Memphis, Tenn., March 10.—The steam- 
er Sunshine, plying between Memphis and 
Cincinnati, was destroyed by fire today 
near Tiptonville, Tenn. The crew es- 
caped, but both boat and cargo were lost. 
The boat is the property of the Memphis 
and Cincinnatt Packet Company, and {is 
valued at about $20,000. - She carried 
probably 250 tons of freight. 

The flames originated from the watch- 
man’s lantern, ignitdéng some light freight. 
Two miles below Tiptonville the boat 
touched the bank and the crew jumped 
off. The burning boat drifted back into 
the current. and floated down the rivera 
mass of flames.

He became so ill from the 
effects of he burns that he had to be 
sent to the hospital. 

Officer Whitley has been acting as 
wagon driver for about a year, and the 
exposure at night brought on the at- 
tack of rheumatism. 

The hospital physiclans report his con- 
dition as serious, but it is believed that 
with the proper treatment he will be 
well again in a week of ten days.

There will be no political lines 
drawn in the country’s indorseme:t of 
the decision of Secretray Taft, declin- 
ing te set aside the law of the Philip- 
pine government in the irterest of 
that pet of anti-imperialist Boston, 
Sixto Lopez. The secretary. of war is 
eminently right in insisting, with the 
Philippine authorities, that if he de- 
sires to again become a resident of the 
islands, Sixto must take the oath of 
allegiance. 

Lopez is, it will be recalled, a Fili- 
pino who took as active a part in the 
insurrection against the American 
government out there, as one well 
could who kept his precious self in 
Boston while the fighting was going 
on. Recently he went back to Manila. 
The law requires that Filipinos, espe- 
cially those who figured in the insur- 
rection troubles, must acknowledge 
the sovereignty and authority of the 
United States in the Philippines and 
of the government constituted by the 
United States, and to swear that while 
in the islands they will support and 
maintain the same, and that they wiil 
not at any time thereafter, or at any 
place, aid, abet, or incite resistance 
to the authority of the United States 
in those islands. Lopez declined to 
take such an oath, and some of his 
anti-imperialist New England friends 
sought to have the secretary set aside 
the law so that it should not apply to 
him. ‘< 
There is no good reason why any 
exception should be made in his case. 
He claims that he has no intention of 
questioning the ‘authority of the 
United States or of inciting rebellion. 
If that is true, there is certainly no 
good reason why he should not be 
willing to take the oath required of 
him. If he does not want to do that, 
he can stay away. ‘Certainly he 
should be kept away if he has any 
idea of stirring up dissatisfaction with 
the American government; the fact 
that he hesitates about taking the 
oath would seem to be sufficient war- 
rant for suspecting his purposes. 

Whether it is well for the United 
States to assume the responsibilities 
of giving protection and government 
to the Philippines may be a question; 
that the American government is the 
best thing the islands have ever 
known, and is best for the Filipinos, 
there can be no question. If Lopez is 
the sincere patriot he claims, his best 
service to his people will be rendered 
by following the example of Aguinaldo 
and the real leaders of their people 
and giving héarty support to that 
government.

Russia and Her Cavalry. F 

All predictions of Russian success 
in the land fighting which is expected 
to decide the issue with Japan are 
based upon the great superiority of 
the justly dreaded Cossack over Japa- 
nese cavalry. 

That the Cossack is perhaps the 
best cavalryman in the world, is pret- 
ty generally acknowledged; that Ja- 
pan is especially weak in this branch 
of its army, seems to be equally a 
matter of agreement on the part of 
the military experts. The horses of 
the Japanese are unquestionably in- 
ferior to those of the hardy horsemen 
of the czar, the men of the mikado 
make anything but an imposing ap- 
pearance upon horseback, and the 
Russian cavalry force is _ vastly 
stronger numerically than that of their 
opponents. 

With all these points of superiority 
acknowledged, however, it by no 
means follows that they are of them- 
selves sufficient to indicate a certain- 
ty of Russian victory on land. In- 
deed, many military experts hold to 
the idea that this Russo-Japanese con- 
flict is very likely to demonstrate that 
in warfare -between armies equipped 
with mgdern guns, cavalry has be- 
come obsolete. 

This deduction was drawn by stu- 
dents of Great Britain’s war with the 
Boers, and the conditions which ren- 
dered cavalry practically useless in 
South Africa will be duplicated, if not 
accentuated, in Korea and Manchuria. 
The Cossacks are old-fashioned caval- 
ry, fighting as such, and depending 
largely, if not entirely, upon the caval- 
ry charge, for which they are fa- 
mous. In the old days of short range 
guns, black powder and solid squares 
of infantry, these charges of Cossacks 
were invincible. Under similar con- 
ditions. there would be small chance 
for Japanese infantry against them. 

But the conditions have changed, 
and very materially. The Japanese 
forces are equipped with long range 


i; rifles which use smokeless powder, 


and to the men behind such guns the 
fact that an enemy ,is on horseback 
only serves to make him the better 
target. Of mighty little use is the 
long lance of the Cossack if the mar 
who handles it has been picked off 
his horse before he has been able to 
get within 2,000 yards of the enemy’s 
line. By the same token the solid 
mass of cavalry which cuts so inter- 
esting figure in the old military pic- 
tures is likely to be pretty badly cut 
up before it can get anywhere in 
touch with the men it seeks to devour. 

In addition to these very important 
developments in the methods of war- 
fare, the character of the battle 
ground must be taken into considera- 
tion. Korea and Manchuria are ex- 
ceedingly mountainous. The roads at 
test are mere trails. It is hardly con- 
ceivable that the Japanese command- 
ers will be so accommodating as to 
mass their troops on such plains as 


the convenience of the Russian horse- 
men.

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FOR WOMAN'S LOVE 


N nearly every instance of treachery 

and corruption resulting in a public 

scanda! during the last fifty years 
woman has played a prominent and igno- 
ble part. The real instigator of the 
crime, she goeg unpunished, bringing to 
those connected with her ignominy, dis- 
grace, exile, and sometimes death. 

One of the most notorious of these 
women who for a time pulled the strings 
of history was the Baroness de Kaula, a 
German by birth, who caused the down- 
fali of old General de Cissey, the min- 
ister of war in Paris during the presidency 
of Marshal MacMahon. 

The general, infatuated with the baron- 
ess, was in the habit of lunching with her 
at her house close to the Elysee every 
Thursday, after the meeting of the cab- 
iret council. 

While they were at lunch her servants 
were taking shorthand notes of the min- 
isterial papers in the general's portfolio, 
which were then forwarded in cipher to 
Bismarck in Berlin, who thus knew every 
Friday morning all that had passed in 
the French cabinet council on Tygrsday. 

This went on for two years, and might 
never have been discovered if the baron- 
ess had not made the mistake of being 
too grasping. She succeeded in obtaining 
from the general, who could refuse her 
nothing, valuable army contracts fo? 
some of her friends; this led to searching 
inquiries on the parf of disappointed can- 
didates and the whole business came 
out, 

Another woman of German extraction. 
sister to one of the ladies in waiting 
to the grand duchess of Baden, brought 
ruin to many French staff officers. This 
was Mme. Limousin. 

Married to a French magistrate of un- 
sullied reputation, she took advantage 
of her position to organize the traffic in 
the Legion of Honor decorations, which 
scandal caused such an outcry on its dis- 
covery that President Grevy resigned the 
presidency in consequence. 

Mme. de Limousin’s was a record 
achievement: she effected the downfall of 
General Thibaudin, the minister of war; 
of General the Count de Caffarel, his suc- 
cessor; of General the Marquis dAndlau, 
and a number of staff officers who were 
involved in the same scandal. 

Among the great men brought to naught 
by the evi] influence of a woman, General 
Boulanger stands out prominently. 

At the climax of his career, when all 
Paris was at his feet, and the future of 
France in the hollow of his hands, he 
threw everything away for a woman who 
was another mian’s wife. The Vicomtesse 
de Bonnemain called him to her side on 
the night of his election as member of 
the chamber of deputies for Paris. 

Had he obeyed the urgings of his partli- 
sans and marched upon the Elysee then 
and there, he might have been ruler of 
France, but he listened instead to the 
voice of the siren, and threw his career 
to the winds. 

In another instance four men betrayed 
their country and lost their lives through 
@& woman’s beauty and wiles. General 
Pavanoff and three colonels of the Rus- 
sian army were condemned to be shot 
for having sold the Russian plan of mob- 
jlization to the Austrian government. 

It was owing to the fascinations of a 
beautiful woman, General Pavanoff’s 
adopted daughter, that they were guilty 
of the treason which was punished with 
death. 

The three colonels betrayed their coun- 
try less for money than for the hope of 
finding favor in the eyes of this enchant- 
ress who had so infatuated them. 

There is a prisoner in the gloomy fort- 
ress of Prezemisz! Who owes his down- 
fall to a lovely Russian princess. He js 
the Baron Pottier de Eschelles, once an 
officer of the Austrian army and aide 
de camp to the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
now imprisoned as a traitor, and his 
treachery owes its discovery to the merest 
trifle. 

One evening, after a reception in Vienna 
the Princess Arenburg, sister of Count 
Koloman Hunyadi, found on a sofa a slip 
of paper with writing upon it. It con- 
tained two columns. of memoranda. 

One was a list of military documents 
and secrets of the Austrian war depart- 
ment, already supplied to the Russian 
government; the other a list of those 
about to be divulged. 

The Russian Princess had been the last 
occupant of the sofa, and the writing on 
the document was found to be that of 
Baron Lottier des Eschelles, who had had 
freg access to his royal master’s confi- 
dential papers, and had thus betrayed his 
trust. 

The unhappy traitor was informed that 
his treachery had been discovered, and 
was confronted with the emperor, who, 
it is said, struck him in the face with his 
clenched fist. 

He was court-martialed, and sentenced 
to forfeit his rank and title and to a long 
term of imprisonment in the fortress he 
now occupies. 

With reference to the Dreyfus case, 
which blasted so many reputations, it is 
well Known that women played a large 
part in its many intricacies. The names of 
Mile. Pays and Mme. Boulainey in con- 
nection with Colonel Esterhazy are 
notorious examples of the power of the 
woman spy; and it was the infatuation 
ot General de Boisdeffre for the wife of 
one of the officers concerned which 
brought about his present disgrace. 

The revelations in this case led to a 
remarkable result. : 

So grave wag the scandal that the mili- 
tary authorities of Europe felt justified in 
issuing a peremptory order directing the 
commanding officers of the armies of Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy, France, Russ{a and 
Great} Britain to state that if any officer 
under their command should have his 
name intimately associated with that of 
any woman, with the exception of his 
wite should he be married, it would not 
Only debar him from staff employment 
and promotion, but might even lead to his 
being placed on the retired list. 

It is said that in the Spanish-American 
war the Cuban women were most wonder- 
fully clever spies, and, pretending hostil- 
ity to the Americans, gained information 
of the greattest service from the Spanish 
generals, who little knew that their ene- 
mies would benefit thereby. 

During the late war in the Transvaal 
the eterhal feminine contrived to have a 
finger in the pie. 

The .discovery was made that our mill- 
tary ciphers and secret codes were being 
regularly communicated to the Boer lead- 
ers; the astute authorities suspected that 
women were responsible, and so it was. 

Mothers with beautiful and not too scru- 
pulous daughters, who extended frequent 
hospitality to confiding staff officers, were 
suspected, and not without cause. 

On the principle of setting a thief to 
catch a thief, the intelligence department 
employed a woman to find out what of- 
ficers were sufficiently susceptible to femi- 
nine influence to disclose any of the ci- 
phers then in use. 

This was easily done, a certain amount 
of intimacy once having been established, 
and the victims’ names were then sent to 
headquarters. 

Many officers were sent down; some 
sent home, and others received a repri- 
mand, wondering, no doubt, how the au- 
thorities got their information. 

To our credit as a nation, however, it 
must be said that it is quite the exception 
for any of our womenkind to play the 
part of betrayer, 
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IS EXPRESSED IN SONG 


Japan's music is a wonderful thing, 
and the airs of Japanese songs soOme- 
times remind one of the old, droning 
psalm tunes still sung in those remote 
villages of the Scdttish Highlands, where 
“man-~made hymns” are regarded as pro- 
fane and wordly. 

But aside from musio—which, after all, 
is a matter of personal and national 
taste—the Japanese song is to be taken 
seriously as the great vehicle for pro- 
claiming popular sentiment. 

The Japanese government makes the 
expression of public opinion by the 
means favored in England difficuir. 
Freedom of speech is sevéreiy limited. 
There are many daliy papers, Tokio 
alone boasting, I believe, of over twenty, 
but they are nOw under the strictest cen- 
sorship. <A few days since even the cor- 
respondents of the foreign press were 
summoned to the police headquarters at 
Yokohama and warned in the most soi- 
6mn fashion of the penalties they wouid 
incur should they disseminate information 
which the authorities wished suppressed. 
One Tokio editor has just been brought 
before the courts for a supposed trans- 
gression. The rights of English news- 
papers are as much limited as those of 
the native press. In olden times the 
Anglo-Japanese paper could say what it 
liked, unafraid; with the abolition of 
extraterritoriality it has had to come 
into line with the native press. 


: The Street Rhymesters. 

®But while the government can watch 
the press it cannot so easily control pop- 
ular songs. Not an event happens here 
of any importance but the street rhymes- 
ters lay hoki of It, versify it, and give 
it a tune. The prospects of war have 
produced a great crop of songs. Some 
of these are so outspoken that the gov- 
ernment has forbidden their further pub- 
lication. The rule has been now esta‘- 
lished that while the two countries are 
in a state of peace no songs directly de- 
nouncing the empire of the* czar are to 
go forth. But songs attacking no one 
in particular can still be chanted, and 
thé ‘individual is allowed to imagine 
whom they are aimed at. 

Here is a nice simple old song, now 
Bung by children, and enjoying much 
popularity. Please imagine a party of 
smiling, cherubic youths and maidéns, in 
those bright clothes which in Japan are 
largely confined to children, singing it: 


Kill! 

Kill! Kill! Kili 
Kill until the sword breaks 

Kill! Kill! Kill! 

: Kill! 


Here is another, in similar strain: 


Revenge! Revenge! 

How cheerful and happy are we. 
We have conquered the enemy. 

We have killed them all, 

How joyous! How cheerful! 

We'll kill all our Mikado’s enemies as 
well. 

Our Emperor, our nation, and our parents, 

They are all waiting for our triumph, 

Bravo, flag of the Rising Sun, as you 

Shake your folds in the air. 

The Desperate Japs. 

Another song, on an “Old Battle FYeld,”’ 
touches a pathetic strain, the sword with 
the frost glistening on it, the silence of 
the dead, the lonely grasses waving over 
the graves like fhe old flag. ‘‘These die,”’ 
it concludes,’”’ but the names of the he- 
Toes who perished on the field will sur- 
vive through eternity.” 

Most of the songs make reference to 
the Japanese flag, and the emblem of the 
mation, the Rising Sun, is used by the 
poets in a hundred ways to typify how 
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Japan is rising over and comqyaering the 
world. 

Death is commonly spoken «ef aa a de. 
sirable thing, when it comes tt! the per- 
formance of duty. “Don't mind whether 
it is death or Hfe; obey the emperor and 
go ahead!" says one song. “Death on the 
battle field before surrender.” is the re. 
frain of another. And this is not all 
empty talk To the Japanese soldier and 
sailor surrender is still disgrace almost 
beyond atonement. 

This was brought Strikingly before méa 
few days back. I was traveling tn a 
Japanese ship, and as we had been some 
days out at sea we had no means af 
knowing whether war ha? broken out or 
not. In case of war there was at least a 
possibility of our being intercepted by a 
Russian cruiser... “If we do run ‘into y 
Russian warship,” the captain said, 
“we've got to escape or go down. If ] 
talked of hauling down the flag, the very 
coolies in the engine room would kill me. 
You do not surrender a Japanese ship.” 
And despite modern theories this {s un- 
doubtedly the right spirit for a suprame 
fighting man. 

Some Prohibited Songs. 

Here is another song, striking the same 

note: 


So our elder brother is dead, 

And our younger brother, he fs dead, ton. 

What,.all our brothers are killed by the 
hands of the enemy! 

Then tet us go out and fight them. 

For though we all die, 

Yet must we obey the commands of the

The prohibited: songs are charged with 
the bitterest abuse of Russia. Many of 
these appeared in the popular Tokio pe- 
pers, or were printed separately and sold 
by hawkers in the streets. Here is a typl- 
cal one: 


Cut off the wings of the Eagie to pre- 
serve peace in the Far East. The Bagle 
can fiy a long way, but the Rising Sun 
will illumine the whole globe. The 
Eable’s talons are very sharp, but once 
the Japanese sword is taken out of its 
scabbard the Eagle will be driven off the 
Far East. When the Eagle’s head Is cut 
off, Russia will be sorry that she fought 
with Japan. 

To Russia. 
Even more typical ts the following: 


Bellicose Russia! You always break tie 
peace of the Far East. In the mame of 
Heaven and humanity, Japan must cut 
you down. 

Cowardly Russia! In the name of peace 
you stole the lands which Japan bought 
With the blood of her sons. : 

Brageart Russia, the thief of the world! 
You flaunt your eagle filght boastingly. 
Your czar called a peace conference; you 
break the peace. 

Poor Russia! You are like a blind ser- 
pent. History repeats itself. The Roman 
Eagle, ruined and disgraced, is the fore- 
cast of the fate of this Eagle. 

Foolish Russia! Divided at home, how 
Can you hope to conquer another land? 
You are like a group of crows. (This is a 
supreme insult. The flock of crows repre- 
sents, in Japanese popular similitude, the 
acme of brainlessness and cowardice.) 

The game poet declares, ““Go ahead, go 
ahead our bravoes! Our flag of the Ris- 
ing Sun, lighting the whole world, will 
fiy from the walls of the castle of Peter 
and Paul at St. Petersburg. The flag of 
the Rising Sun embodies our hopes. There 
is peace under the sword. There is peace 
within the smoke of the guns.”

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WONDERFUL EMPEROR 
OF THE JAPANESE 


UTSUHITO, ‘the wonderful em- 
peror, has done a wonderful thing. 


M In the reforming days of Japan 


the nobles gave up their estates to the 
nation. Yesterday we were told by our 
special correspondent that the emperor 
of Japan had handed over the treasures 
of his palace to the war fund. 

The chief of a nation which may fair- 
ly be reckoned among the youngest and 
most vigorous of the present age repre- 
sents in his person a dynasty that held 
rule over Japan so long ago as the 
palmy days of Tyre and Carthage, before 
Daniel prophesied the downfall of Ne- 
buchadnezzar. 

He is a living proof that when Mr. 
Kipling said, fn contrasting the east and 
west, “never the twain shall meet,” he 
was among the false prophets, for surely 
Japan and its ruler give evidence suffi- 
cient as to the fusibility of Oriental and 
Occidental civilization? 

From Darkness Into Light. 

Tbe story of Mutsuhito is the story of 
the new Japan, and there is nothing writ 
in the annals of romance more wonderful 
than that. Conceive a country still main- 
taining a system of feudalism today, and 
tomorrow standing forth for nearly 
everything we associate with enlightened 
government; imagine, if you can, the 
England of King Stephen and his robber 
barons changed by the magic touch of 
some wizard’s wand into the England of 
Edward VTlI., and you have no very 
exaggerated idea of the startling meta- 
morphosis which came over Japan when 
its present ruler, then a lad of fifteen, 
succeeded to the throne on February 
13, 1867. 

For many centuries Japan, with truly 
Oriental tOpsy-turvyness, had live un- 
der emperors who were mere figure- 
heads; bereft of all authority,, the pup- 
pets of a military dictator known 4as the 
Shogun, who was the real sovereign of 
the country; but Mutsuhito came to the 
throne as an absolute monarch--—the day 
of the Shogun was at an end. In the 
new era of reform thus inaugurated the 
figure of the Marquis Hirobumi Ito 
stands out like that of Bismarck in the 
making of Germany, Dut nothing less 
than the direct and personal influence 
of the emperor could ever have achieved 
without the bloodshed of a great civil 
war the memorable event of 1889, when 
on February !/ the absolute monarchy 
was abolished and a constitution more 
liberal than that of some of the great 
western powers was promulgated. F'eb- 
ruary, by the way, would seem to be a 
fateful month to Japan, since it has wit- 
nessed the accession of the emperor, the 
founding of the constitution, and the 
present encourNé¢r with Russia, which, 
be the issue what it may, cannot fail 
to prove epoch-making. 

The Personality of Mutsuhitc. 

In many ways the position of the ruler 
of Japan corresponds with that of the 
king of England, though he stil! possesses 
certain privileges which are denied to our 
sovereigns and the system of government 
by a house of peers and a house of repre- 
sentatives is modeled on our own intitu- 
tions. 

The personality of Mutsuhito is almost 
as interesting as the story of his country, 
which his life reflects. He is as unlike the 
mikado of the comic opera as Zakuri at 
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his majesty’s theater is unlike any minis- 
ter of Japan during the last quarter of a 
century, although when he came to the 
throne wearing his hair ‘“‘brushed upon 
the top and hidden in a head-dress fasten- 
ed with bands, two black top-kKnots pro- 
truding from it; white and red garments, 
long polished shoes, and a chain of state,”’ 
and was carried to Tokio in a gold- 
lacquered norimon, or closed iitter, 
borne by relays of coolies on their up- 
lifted palms, the resemblance might not 
have becn so distant. Standing some five 
feet six in height, and thus above the 
average stature of his countrymen, weir- 
ing a suit of European clothes, he is in 
No way different, ir we did not notice the 
almond eyes, from any cultured FEufo- 
pean gentleman; but we cannot fai] to 
note those eyes, so inscrutable, so 
searching. 
The Kaiser of the East. 

In every movement the emperor shows 
himself a man who is thoroughly mas- 
ter of the momentous affairs which des- 
tiny has committed to his charge, alert, 
active, confident. 

For years his life has been 6rdered on 
lines that make him no unworthy ex- 
ample for certain rulers of the west. If 
he began by being an imitator, he has 
long since ceased: to mimic, and is fairly 
to be regarded aS a man of strong, orig- 
inal character. There is little of thetra- 
ditionai Oriental laziness about his im- 
perial highness, for he is up at six in 
the morning exercising on one of his 
horses, riding being his favorite pastime, 
as it is that of his consort. The imperial] 
stables are said to accomodate about 
3,000 animals, a little fact which indi- 
cates the almost inestimable wealth of 
the emperor, who, n_ addition to his 
annual allowance of £300,000, possesses 
enormous estates and the accumulated 
riches of his ancestors. 

But there is no trace of barbaric 
splendor in his daily life, his tastes be:ng 
Simple to a degree, and no part of his 
days is given to self indulgence, for he 
resembles the kaiser in the zest with 
which he é¢nters into the minutest details 
of current affairs, being constantly in 
touch with his ministers and the court 
Officials,. He is a great reader of book 
and newspapers, and is credited wit} 
a happy g.ft for the writing of poetry, 
a pursuit in which the empress is no 
mean competutor with her husband. 


His Social Influence. 

Whatever may be Mrutsuhito’s precise 
share in the regeneration of Japan, there 
can be no doubt as to his unique services 
to Japanese womankind. 

He has raised the women of his coun- 
try to something approaching the dignity 
of the sex in the western world. ‘This, 
moreover, although the emperor is still 
exempt from the laws of marriage which 
have been imyrosed upon his subjects. 
His consort, who is e.ghteen months his 
senior, is the first empress of Japan who 
has been admitted to her husband's ta- 
ble, and being as responsive to the idea!s 
of progress as the emperor hamsey, she 
has proved a worthy helpmeet in pro- 
moting those social reforms which en- 
title modern Japan to rank wth anv of 
the most civilized nations of the world. 

There is, however, much confusion 
among Fonglish readers as to the Japan- 
ese roval family, and this is not surpris- 
ing, in view of the contradictory state- 
ments that have been made from time to 
time. The empress is mother to none of 
the children of her husband. The emperor 
may, if he choose, elevate any woman 
who bears him a child to be his consort: 
but Prince Yoshthito, the hetir- 
apparent who is now in his 
twenty-fifth year, was form- 
allv married to Princesse Sadako “n 
Mav of (900, and the littie Prince Hiro- 
hito, born in April of 1901, is thus in the 
direct succession according to even Buro- 
pean ideas. 

There is a growing feel.ng in Japan that 
the soverei¢n should conform to the 
same marriage code as the common peo- 
ple. but, of course, tH is only because 
the Mikados of the past have heen under 
no such obligation that for something 
like 2.000 years the one dynasty has held 
the throne, either nominally or actually.

FORM CARROL 


Arrest bya Federal Convict 
To Be Liberated Today 


“Jimmy” Carroll, Whose Sentence 
Expires Today, Will Be Taken 
Immediately to Joliet to 
Serve Sixteen Years for 
Broken Parole. 


James Carroll who used to live in Chica- 
go years ago and who for more than a 
year has been confined at the federal 
prison in South Atlanta, wili be a free 
man for about five minutes today. Then 
he will be arrested by an officer from the 
Joliet penitentiary in Illinois who arrived 
yesterday for the purpose. 

Several years ago, Carroll was a 
prisoner in the Joliet penitentiary and 
through good conduct was finaily given 
his parole. This System of parole in 
illinois provides that the prisoner shall 
be given his liberty, but at stated inter- 
vals he must report at the prison and 
he must not leave the state until the ex- 
piration of his sentence. 

Carroll was sent to Joliet prison to serve 
BR sentance of 20 years. At the end of 
¢ years he was, by special permission, 
released on parole. While on this paroie 
he left the state ang nothing more was 
heard from him for two or three years. 
Later he was arrested and sent to the 
federal prison here from adhe central dis- 
trict of the Indian Territory to serve a 
term of two years for larceny. As Car- 
roll gave an entirely different name from 
that under which he served time in Jo- 
liet, he has been under the impression 
that no one shared his secret. 

But the ways of the department of jus- 
tice and especially the Bertilon system 
of measuring and noting the marks of 
all prisoners are among the greatest mar- 
vels of this present century. This system 
of describing prisoners is now in general 
use and if a prisoner escapes or breaks 
his parole, the institution in which he 
served time immediately sends out his 
description. After that, if the man is 
again arrested’ and sent to any United 
States prison, it is almost a certainty 
that he will be returned to the place 
where he is wanted. 

So complete and unmistakable is this 
Bertilon system that every feature is 
measured to such a nicety that any mis- 
take in identification is practically im- 
possible. Hundreds of thousands have 
been measured by this system and there 
are no two descriptions that are alike 
or even nearly alike. When Carroll was 
brought into the office of Officer Nye, 
who is in charge of the Bertilon system, 
the measurements conformed exactly tou 
those of James Carroll and the Jollet 
penitentiary was notified of his arrival 
and also of the date upon which his time 
would expire. 


Carroll was sentenced from Indian Ter-. 


ritory July 9, 1902. As he has been a 
g00d prisoner he has secured the two 
months allowed each year and with this 
allowance his sentence expires today. 
Bo it is that early this morning he will 
tome down to the office of Warden Moyer 
and receive his discharge for having com- 
pleted his sentence. Then he will walk 
out of the prison and probably start for 
one of the electric cars going in to the 
city. But very shortly after he leaves 
the United States reservation on which 
the prison is located the officer from 
Joliet will arrest him, perhaps while he 
ls waiting for the car, and then they 
will start on their journey for the state 
prison of Illinois. The officer went to 
the office of Governor Terrell yesterday 
and secured the necessary requisition 
papers for his being taken from the state 
of Georgia. 


Surprise for Carroll. 

The prisoner, Carroll, knows nothing 
Bbout the surprise that is awaiting him 
and it is probable that last night he 
Was unable to sleep from nervousness, 
not the nervousness of again being placed 
in custody, but the nervousness that al- 
most always comes with the expiration 
of a sentence. The night before the ex- 
piration of a sentence is generally one 
of wakefulness as any of the guards will 
tell you. Sometimes this kind of happy 
insomnia begins two or three nights or 
a week before the expiration of sentence. 

The nature of this trouble was ex- 
plained to the reporter not long ago by 
a man who had just left the prison after 
serving a number of years. ‘You see it’s 
this way.’ he began as he seated him- 
self awaiting the arrival of a trolley 
car, “‘you must excuse me, but I am so 
weak TI can hardly stand up. I’ve been 
losing sleep the last few nights in a 
way that was something awful. When 
a man begins serving time, for the first 
few months or perhaps years, he thinks 
of nothing but his past. But as the time 
for the expiration of his sentence draws 
near, he thinks of nothing but his future. 

‘He begins planning just what he is 
going to do and just what he is gotnge to 
say and just how he is going to act from 
the minute he is a free man. Then as 
the time @raws near he cannot think of 
anything else and his brain becomes so 
excited that he cannot sleep for think- 
ing of it and worrying. Oh yes, there 
are lots of things to worry about in get- 
ting away from prison. When a man 
goes in his work, his hours and every- 
thing else is all cut out for him. But 
when he suddenly is made free it ts dif- 
ferent. If he goes back to his old home 
he worrtes about how he is going to meet 
his old friends and how his friends are 
going to meet him. And if he has a 
wife and family, he wonders whether he 
ought not to stay away altogether and 
pave them trouble and humiliation even 
when he wants to see them more than 
anything else in all the world. 

“Then he worries about the matter of 
securing ermployment. If he has a trade 


MATTHEW BURGE 
IS IDENTIFIED 


Relatives Intend To Have 
Body Disinterred and 
Moved. 


The question of the identity of the dead 
man found last Saturday afternoon near 
Atlanta Heights in a badly burned con- 
dition has been definitely settled, the 
body having been positively identified 
ag that of Matthew Burge, a man about 
65 years of age, who has been missing 
for several days. 

Mrs. John Gaines, who resides oh 
lindsay street, Western Heights, and 
Mrs, Lou Ryan, whose home is on Man- 
gum etreet, daughters of Burge, yester- 
day notified Chief A. Q. Turner, of the 
county ‘orice force, that they had pos- 
itively identified the dead man ag their 
father. They announced that they 
would have the body disinterred from 
the grave in Westview cemetery and re- 
interred in Casey's cemetery. It is 
expected this will be done today. 

The identification was made by means 
of the clothing found on the dead man, 
and also by his general description. When 
shown fragments of the clothing, which 
had escaped the flames, members of the 
family at once recognized them as be- 
‘longing to the clothing of Burge. Burge 
alsO had a swelled place on one of his 
arms, and this mark was found on the 
dead man. ‘The other general descrip- 
tion of the body tallied with that of 
Burge also. 

The county police and the Burge family 
have about given up the murder theory. 
It is thought that Burge was simply wan- 
dering about in the woods and that, be- 
coming wearied, he hay down to rest and 
died. 

About eighteen months ago Burge was 
struck on the head with a brick by 
his son, George Burge, about thirty years 
of age, and since that time, it is stated, 
he had been demented. George Burge, 
it is understood, has left this section. 
and has not been arrested. Burge was 
sent to the Fulton county almshouse 
during the month of February, and on 
the day following he disappeared. He 
came into the city on a wagon, and 
since that time nothing had been seen 
or heard from him by the authorities 
until the discovery of his dead body.

SEABOARD FILES 


BIC MORTGAGE 


Retires Old Obligations and Cov- 
ers New Physical Improvements, 


Mortgage Is for $5,000,000 and Is 
Being Filed in Every County 
Through Which the Lines 
of the Road Now 
Pass. 


The Seaboafd Air Line road is now 
filing a mortgage for The sum of $5,000,- 
000 in every county in every state that 
the line penetrates, and the copy in- 
tended for Atlanta was placed on record 


yesterday. , 

The Continental Trust Company of the 
city of New York and Willard V. King 
are named as trustees, and the bonds 
which the mortgage is given to secure 
are in denominations of $1,000 each. 

This money was raised by the new in- 
terests that have obtained part control 
of the affairs of the Seaboard, Thomas 
M. Ryan, of New York, and T. Jeffer- 
son Coolidge, of Boston, both represent- 
ing trust companies. ft is stated that 
it will be used to retire old obligations 
of the road, which these parties obli- 
gated themselves to look after when they 
obtained control and for the purpose of 
continuing the improvements on the line 
which are now under ,way. The latter 
refers principally to the Atlanta-Birm- 
ingham extension, which is nearing com- 
pletion and which fs expected to add 
largely to the value of the system, as it 
will probably furfilish an outlet to the 
west, which the Seaboard has never had 
heretofore, 

Hienry R. Dennie, of the office of Horn- 
blower, Miller, Byrne and Potter, law- 
yers, of New York, arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday morning, and brought with 
him the original mortgages which will 
be offered for filing in“the different coun- 
tics in this state through which the line 
passes. Thev were delivered to King, 
Spalding and Tittle, local attorneys for 
the Seaboard, and by them one. copy was 
filef here yesterfay. Thev will send out 
the remaining copies that are to be filed 
in Georgia, and it is understood that Mr. 
Dennie will himself carry those that are 
intended for other states in this section 
to the counsel of the road in those states. 
There afe fifty-seven originals in all, the 
mortgages being printed and bound in 
paper covers in the manner of booklets. 

This mortgage is dated March 4, 1904, 
and is pavable March 1, 1907, at the of- 
fice of the trust company in New York. 

The mortgage is executed to secure the 
payment of bonds to the amount of $2,- 
500,000 heretofore outstanding, and to se- 
cure the payment of an equal sum which 
is to be used for the completion of the 
Birmingham addition of the system. 
Copies wil be filed in Georgia, Alabama, 
South and North Carolina, Virginia and 
Florida. 

‘This annouricement, through the filing 
of legal papers, assures the early comple- 
tion of the Seaboard’s extension from this 
city to Birmingham, and work on that 
division wfll be pushed as rapidly as pos- 
sible. It is probable that other Improve- 
ments will also be made with the sum 
which will pe in the hands of the of fi- 
cials of the road. 

This is the re-financing of the Seaboard 
which was undertaken when Messrs. 
Coolidge and Ryan came into the di- 
rectorate a few months since, and in 
railroad circles it is thought that the 
line will not have any trouble in future 
financially, as these strong ocrporations 
are capable of supplying all the money 
necessary for all operations which may 
fe undertaken.

THE INSURANCE 


Mrs. Mary Legan Says 
| Daughter in Law Used Un- 


| due Influence, 


On petition of Mrs. Mary S. Logan, of 
208 Cooper street, Judge J. H. Lump- 
kin, of the superior court, has granted 
‘a temporary injunction against Mrs. 
Eltas Gay Logan, of 355 Glenn street, 
daughter in law of the petitioner, to 
prevent her from receiving or disposing 
of certain insurance on the life of her 


+ husband, and the United States Railway 


Mail Service Mutual Benefit Association 
is also temporarily restrained from pay- 
ing the insurance to Mrs. Logan, the 
defendant. 

The change of the beneficiary in a policy 
of insurance on the life of William Otis 
Logan, deceased, a former mail clerk, 
son of Mrs. Mary 8. Logan and husband 
of Mrs, Eltas Gay Logan, is the cause 
of the proceedings, the mother being the 
first named beneficiary and her name in 
the policy later being supplanted by 
that of her son’s wife. The plaintiff 
Charges that if her son directed the 
change of beneficiary, it was because his 
wife and her mother used ,undue influence 
on him while he was in a demented con- 
dition and unable to attend to such a 
matter. The amount involved in the suit 
is $2,000, a policy for this amount having 
been issued by the defendant associa- 
tion. 


The petition William Otis 


states that 


‘Logan became a member of the associa- 


Sion and took out the $2,000 policy of life 
insurance on August 3, 1887, his mother 
being specified in the policy as bene- 
ficiary. It is alleged that on July 2, 1903, 
a communication purporting to have been 
made by Logan was sent to the assoclia- 
tion requesting that his wife be made 
beneficiary instead of his mother. Under 
the terms of the by-laws of the associa- 
tion, it is stated that this change could 
be made, and that accordingly a new 
policy was issued, naming the wife as 
beneficiary. 

Mrs. Logan, the mother, states in the 
bill that her son was insane at. the time 
the policy was changed and aljeges that 
if the application was made by him at 
all, it resulted from the exercise of un- 
due influence by his wife and mother in 
law. It is charged that the then exist- 
ing mental condition of Logan renders 
the change of beneficiary void. Logan, 
it is stated, died on February 20 last, in 
the state insane asylum at Milledge- 
Ville. 

The home office of the defendant asso- 
ciation is located in Chicago and the 
plaintiff alleges that she has no remédy 
at law except by injunction. Judge Lump- 
kin set the case for a hearing on March 
26 at 9 o’clock in the morning, at 
which time the question of a permanent 
injunction is to be determined. Attor- 
neys E. M. & G. F. Mitchell filed the 


bill.

ELECTRIC LINE 
WILL BE BUILT 


Franchise Sought for Road 
to Bull Sluice 
Dam. 


The Atlanta Water and Electric Power 
Company will not only make a summer 
resort of Bull Sluice, as has been an- 
nounced by The Constitution, but will 
also project an electric railway from At- 
lanta to the big dam. 

This has already been decided upon Dy 
the owners of the property. Applica- 
tion for a franchise will be made to the 
board of county commissioners during 
the next session of that body, and it is 
believed that the franchise will be grant- 
ed to the corporation. 

The electric road will travel over the 
former proposed route of the Atlanta 
and Roswell railway company. The 
franchise granted that concern has not 
been used, and it is now valueless to 
those who secured it, because of the 
fact that the promoters of the enter- 
Prise failed to give the required bond of 
$15,000. 

It is the intention of the owners of the 
Atlanta Water and Electric Power Com- 
pany to commence work on the Street 
railway as soon as the franchise has 
ibeen granted by the board of county 
commissioners. . It is believed that the 
new road will be completed during the 
early part of 1905. By that time also 
the hotel near the dam at Bull Sluice 
will be completed, and those who make 
their home at the summer hotel will 
use the electric railway in traveling be- 


tween the sea th ag city. 
The nearnes$ of the resort to Atlanta

COUNTY TO INSURE SCHOOLS. 


Insurance on Public School Buildings 
Has Heretofore Been Paid 
from Educational Fund. 

The public buildings commtttee of the 
board of county commissioners, at a 
meeting yesterday afternoon, took actton 
which means that hereafter the public 
schools owned by Fulton county will be 
insured by the county instead of from 
the state educational fund, allowed the 
county, as has been the custom hereto- 

fore. 

The committee decided to recommend to 

the board that a premium of insurance 
that falls due this month, amounting to 
$20, be paid by the county. Bighteen of 
the schools in the country districts are 
owned by the county, and the total 
amount of insurance carried on these 
buiidings is about $15,000. The yearly 
premiums amount to about $300. 
In the past the insurance has been 
paid from the educational fund, but at 
the last meeting of the board, Professor 
M,. Iu. Brittain, superintendent of county 
public schools, agitated the question of 
the county paying the insurance. He did 
this on the ground that the school houses 
are public bulldings just as much so as 
are the courthouse and ja.],. The matter 
was referred to the public buildings com- 
mittee, with favorable results. 

The committee also had under consid- 
eration the matter of the proposed new 
bridge over the Bellwood avenue raiiroad 
crossing, and it was decided to take up 
the question with the Southern and 
Western & Atlantic railroads, which pass 
over the crossing. Judge E. B. Rosser, 
chairman of the board, will hold a con- 
ference with the railroad officials, to 
determine whether they desire such a

Engi- 
neer Happoldt was thrown against some 
part of the machinery and was killed 
instantly. His body was not disfigured tu 
any extent, but he was dead when the 
other members of the crew reached the 
spot and picked him up. 

It is thought that Switchfhan Ed Rob- 
ertsoOn was riding on the footboard of the 
incoming engine, and that he was thrown 
to the ground and under the wheels of 
the moving engine. Both his legs were 
crushed below the knee to such an ex- 
tent that it was found necessary to re- 
move the feet and ankles of both. 

At 4:20 o'clock the Grady hospital 
ambulance reached thea train, bringing in 
the dead and injured, and Mr. Robert- 
son was taken to that institution and 
all medical attention given him at once. 

Robertson resides at 114 Hampton 
street. Happoldt, the dead conductor, 
has a sister living at Greenville, s.

AMONG THE LORDS 


Rosebery Says Thal alu 
Is Thin-Skinned, 


Premier Had Used Word Referring 
to Rosebery That Made Him 
Angry — Lansdowne Tried 
to Explain for Mr. 
Balfour. 


London, March 10.—An extraordinary 
scene disturbed the customary decorum 
of the house of lords this evening. In 
a recent debate in the house of commons 
Premier Balfour had used the word ‘‘cal- 
umny” with reference to some statement 
made by Lord Rosebery in the fiascal 
controversy. When the house of lords met 
today, Lord Rosebery asked Lord Lans- 
Aadwne what justification existed for the 
premier’s use of such a word. Lord Lans- 
downe admitted the premier had used the 
word in the heat of debate. He said he 
thought the circumstances justified some 
warmth on the part of the premier, but 
that he had consulted with Mr. *Bal- 
four, who told him that he did not desire 
to impute to Lord Rosebery a deliberate 
attempt to misrepresent him. 

After Lord Lansdowne had finished, 
Lord Rosebery again rose, and declar- 
ing the explanation had not been satis- 
factory, he fiercely attacked the premier, 
‘whom he accused of being too “tntn- 
skinned,”’ adding: 

“People who live in glass houses should 
not throw stones. It is all very well to 
defend such language by saying it was 
due to the heat of debate and only 
Pretty Fanny’s way. If a man cannot 
eurb his tongue better than that he is 
unfit to be the first lord of the treas- 
ury. 

“T do not personally care a farthing 
what language Premier Balfour uses 
about me, and I only brought the mat- 
ter before the house in order to point 
out that there are decencies of debate 
that should be used even by those who 
occupy the highest position.” 

As Lord Rosebery sat down a painful 
silence ensued and the lords looked at 
each othér uncomfortably. Lord Rose- 
bery moved an adjournment of the house, 
an almost unparalleled motion in the 
house of lords, but he did not press the 
moticn and the yubjecr dropped. 


TAFT HAS TALK 
WITH RICH MEN 


He Wants Them To Invest 
Capital in the Philip- 
pines. 


New York, March 10.—WilHam H. Taft, 
gecretary of war, came here today and 
had a prolonged conference with several 
men prominent, in railroad and financial 
matters, including Sir William C. Van 
Horne, chairman of the board of the 
Canadian Pacific railroad; Vice President 
Turnbull, of the Guarantee Trust Com- 
pany; E. H. Harriman, president of the 
Union Pacific and Southern Pacific rail- 
roads; General Peabody, Lindon WwW. 
Bates, Milner Green, a railroad builder; 
J. Gilbert Smith, who is now building 
electric railroads in Manila; Colonel Ed- 
wards, chief of the bureau of insular af- 
fairs: James Speyer and Charles H. 
Tweed, of Speyer & Co. 

The representatives of the Speyer firm 
were with the secretary for an hour and 
a half. The conference was held in the 
office of former Secretary of War Root. 

After the conference Secretary Taft 
said that it had heen called to consider 
the possibilities of steam and electric 
railroad development in the Philippines, 
that no other enterprises were discussed 
and that no conclusion had been reached. 

“These gentlemen,’’ said the secretary, 
‘‘*have been here at my invitation to talk 
over the conditions which® may attract 
capital to the Philippines. We want to 
get capital to go over there and help 
develop the islands.” 

Asked what was the disposition of the 
capitalists he had seen, the secretary 
laughingly replied: 

“Well, I must say they are not biting 
quite as hard as we would like. = Still, 
some of them have displayed interest.’’ 

He admitted that the purpose of the 
conference was to get information for 
use in framing laws regarding franchises 
which would give the Philippine commis- 
sion further powers looking to the proper 
development of the islands. 

“This information we have been getting 
today is to be used in drafting the bills 
that may be put before congress,” he 
said. 

Asked if the matter of liberality of con- 
cession would be considered in connection 
with the proposed franchises, he replied 
that this would have a great deal to do 
with it, but added that there was, of 
course, a disposition on the part of the 
administration to make as good terms 
as could be obtained. 

“While’ today’s conference was limited 
to the subject of railroads,’’ said the 
secretary, “it is not the intention ti 
limite velopment in the Philippines “i 
these industries. It was first the inten- 
tion to confer on steamship routes an4j 
lines too, but it was decided not to do 
this today.”’

MERCER ADOPTS THE.CHARTER. 


Athletic Association of University 
Holds Interesting Meeting. , 

Mercer University, Macon, Ga., March 
10.—(Special.)—The Mercer Athletic As- 
sociation held a meeting -yesterday and 
adopted a charter secured by the athletic 
council, and also notes made by the 
council of Mercer faculty and prudential 
trustees of the institition for the re 
mainder of the debt on the new athletic 
field recently purchased. 

The charter upon application by the 
athletic council was granted by Judge W. 
H. Felton, Jr., judge of the superior court 
of Bibb county. 

The new athletic field, situated near the 

college, was secured at a cost of $2,800. 
A debt of $1,800 is still due, which will 
be paid in three notes, in three consecu- 
tive years, the first one falling due June 
1, 1904, 
Professor E. T. Holmes, chairman of the 
athletic council, announced to the stu- 
dents this morning tliat with the excep- 
tion of the first note of $600, which falls 
due in June, the association is absolute- 
ly free from debt. 

A resolution was passed this morning, 
authorizing Bibb Crawford, president of 
the athletic association to appoint a com- 
mittee of three to compose yells and 
songs to be used by the Mercer aggrega- 
tion at the coming game with Tech in 
Atlanta March 26. The committee con- 
sists of Harry W. Stovall, Paul Ellason 
and C. E. Brown. 

It is understood in the college commu- 
nity that at least 100 students and several 
Macon friends of the institution will go 
to Atlanta on the morning of the 26th to 
witness the Mercer-Tech affray. 


STAMP TAX IS APPROVED. 


Mayor Howell Yesterday Gave His 
Signature to the Ordinance 
Taxing Trading Stamps. 

The ordinance which places a tax of 
$100 per annum upon all merchants who 
give trading stamps to customers or who 
use rebate systems of any kind was yes- 
terday morning approved by Mayor 
Howell and it is now a law Of the city. 

The ordinance goes into effect May |. 

The trading stamp companies have an- 
nounced that they will appeal to the 
courts in order to continue’ their busi- 
nesses.

TO CATCH THEM 


Captain Hill Tells of a. 
Chase in the Red | 


Sea. 


Victoria, British Columbia, March 10.— 
The Northern Pacific jine’s Olympia ar- 
rived from Yokohama today. Among her 
passengers was Captain Hill, who brought 
the Japanese cruiser Nishin from Genoa 
to Yokohama, and he gives a most in- 
teresting account of the trip, which in- 
cludéd a race with the Russian cruiser 
Aurora, ip the Red sea, and the escape 
of the Nishin and Kasuga from possible 
capture by the Russian squadron. 

Captain Hill says that when the two 
Japanese cruisers got through the Suez 
canal they were closely followed by the 
Russian squadron, which was evidently 
trying hard to keep in close touch with 
them. The Aurora, which enjoys the 
reputation of being one of the fastest ves- 
sels afloat, attempted to overhaul the two 
which, however, put on more 
steam and ran away from her with the 
greatest ease. From the firing done on 
the Aurora it was evident that she meant 
business. 

Captain Hill 
with the Japanese admirals, 
Japan, shortly before leaving and they 
told him that the main object of tha 
Japanese operations at present was Port 
Arthur. They were to capture that place 
at any cost and were confident of their 
ability to do so. 

No effort, the Japanese naval minister 
assured Captain Hill, would be spared to 
reduce Port Arthur as quickly as possi- 
ble. It would then be refortified by the 
Japanese, who would remain there in- 
stead of following the Russians into the 
wilds of northern Manchuria or Siberia. 
The intention also {s to reduce Vladi- 
vostok as soon as the ice goes ont. 

In reply to the question as to whether 
the superb gunnery of the Japanese war- 
ships was due to the presence of British 
or American gunners aboard, Captain 
Hill said most emphatically that not a 
white man {fs employed on any Japanese

warship in any capacity whatsoever, from 
the bridge to the stoker, every man is 
Japanese. 

Regarding the foreign correspondents in 
Japan, Capfhin Hill said that the feeling 
among them was intense, They were in 
despair at the reticence of the government 
and people had found it impossible to 
obtain evéM a scrap of authentic news. 

As far as Captain Hill was aware, there 
Was not a foreign correspondent with 
either the Japanese fleet or army.

Realizing Sales Just Before the 
Close Eased the Market Off 
from the Best, Closing 
Unchanged to 10 
Points Higher. 


New York, March 1!0.—The cotton mar- 
ket opened barely steady at a decline of 
B@I2 points on the old, and of 3@7 
points on the new crop months. This 
was in line with rather easier cables 
than expected, which promoted consider- 
able liquidation on the call, but after 
tome little irregularity the small esti- 
mates for the day’s receipts and reports 
of an improved spot demand checked 
selling, and the market rallied, ruling 
thereafter. generally firm until in the 
middle ef the afternoon prices were above 
the high point of yesterday with May 
selling at 16.55 and July at 16.52, net 
advances of 10@1! points. Room realiz- 
ing just before the close eased the mar- 
ket off from the best, but itg was finally 
quiet and steady net unchanged to 430 
points higher Sales were estimated at 
400,000 bules. Trading was rather active 
right after the opening, but soon be- 
tame quiet with operations largely of a 
professional character. The small esti- 
mates for the day’s receipts and for lead- 
ing points tomorrow, which show that 
New Orleans and Houston 
combined hardly expect as much cotton 
as the first named point received last 
year, naturally had a tendency to re- 
itrict selling even for long account, and 
as tending to influence sentiment in the 
tame direction were claims of a better 
spot demand. The local bull leader to- 
day did not appear to be actively in the 
inarket, and at times during the day was 
Baid to be selling through brokers, while 
New Orleans was reported to be buying 
through wire houses. Interior receipts 
for the day proved somewhat larger than 
expected. 


The New Orleans Cotton Market. 


New Orleans, March 10.—Spot cotton 
demand active at full prices; supply lim- 
‘ted. Sales 6,300 bales, including 250 to 
arrive. Quotations 3-!I6c higher. 

Futures opened quiet with prices 10 to 
12 points lower. *The continued de- 
mand for spots in Liverpool and locally 
at gcod advances, together with light 
receipts, proved sufficient to send prices 
up. There was some liquidation: but not 
Bufficient to change the quiet upward 
trend. In the trading March opened 
at 15.66, declined to 15.62, advanced to 
15.88 and declined to 15.83; May opened 
at 16.19, sold down to 16.12, advanced 
to 16.38 and declined to 16.32; and July 
opencd at 16.66, declined to 1¢€.59, sold 
un to 16.88 and finally declined to 16.79. 
The market closed quiet. Net eains were 
6 to 9 points on the active months, March 
to July. and 2 to 3 points on the other 
positions.
